Sympathetic Action on Man- 
hattan Elevated Hinted At. 





VOTE NOW BEING TAKEN 


Big Organization to Include Brooklyn 


Rapid Transit and Interborough 
Men Secretly Formed.

After months of secret preparation, in- 
wolving the bringing together of all street 
railway employes of Greater New York into 
one mammoth organization, plans are iiOW 
being .perfected for a big strike which, if 
carried into effect, is destined to tie up not 
only every surface and elevated line in the 
Borough of Brooklyn, but which may cven 
extend to. the elevated system in the Bor- 
oughs of Manhattan and the Bronx. 

The last of a series of secret meetings 
which have been held by representatives of 
the men employed by the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company and on the Manhattan Di- 
vision of the Interborough Rapid Transit 


Company, in furtherance of both these 
projects, occurred in a private meeting 
piace in Saratoga Avenue in Brooklyn on 
Monday evening. There yess present at 
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this meeeting, which lasted®until long after. 


midnight, some 150 delegates,” representing 
employes of both companies, whose reports 
went to show that the sentiment among the 
men, in Brooklyn, at least, was strongly in 
faver of-a strike. 

The men employed by the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit system who until recently have had 
no organization, with the exception of 4 
mutual benefit society, taking in employes 
of certain classes, and to which officials 
of the company are entitled to membership 
as well, have been quietly, but, it is said, 
thoroughly organfzed during the last three 
months. Warned by the experiences of the 
past, when the company’s officials, through 
private detectives, invariably have been put 
on their guard at the very inception of 
any movement on the part of the men 
looking toward organization, a unique and 
effective method devised specially with a 
view to baftling the watchfulness of the 
latter has been employed. 

FIRST STEP IN MANHATTAN. 


According to a statement’ gnade to“ THE 
Niw YorK Times yesterday by’ a man who 
attended the meeting on Monday night and 
has been pn the inside of the present move- 
ment sincé’it begin the, initiative, came 
fram representatives of the men employed 
on the elevated roads in Manhattan.

But more “ green’”’ men are 
being engaged and broker“in on the Brookr 
ivn cars this Spring than any yéar since 
1899, when the men on the surface lines in 
Brooklyn went on strike and the company, 
was well aware many weeks in advance of 
what was coming. : 
THE MEN’S GRIEVANCES. 


According to THE TimEs’s information the 
grievances of the men are not put solely 
on the question of wages, though this is an 
important factor in their discontent. Con- 
ductors and motormen declare among other 


things that whenever they, succeed in fin- j 
ishing a trip in quick time they are docked } 
the number of minutes they come in ahead ; 


of the schedule time. When put on extra 
trips, or, in other words, when asked to 
work overtime, they declare 
of receiving their regular rate of wages, 
they are paid only the rate accorded “ trip- 
pers,” who almost invariably are new~ 
comers and receive the lowest wage rate 
in force. The men also complain of be- 
ing compelled to break in a great number 
of green men. 

Anothér grievance has reference to the 
so-called “ spotters "’ who are employed dy 
the company to keep tab on the number of 
carfares rung up by the conductors. ‘These 
men, they say, are allowed $2.50 a day for 
earfares, but, instead of using the money 


for the purpose for which it is provided, ya 


they spend it and their time in salpons and 
then trump up false charges of short fares, 
on which the conductors are discharged. 
Five hundred conductors, it is déclared, 
were Jischarged_last Saturday for’ alleged 
short fares on reports of that nature, 

According to officials of the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company, there will be in 
the neighborhood of 4,000 men employed on 
the surface roads at the end of this month. 
There are about 2,500 on the elevated lines 
in Brooklyn. The organized employes of 
the Manhattan Division of the Interbor- 
ough Rapid Transit Company number about 
3,000, the motormen there being members 
of the American Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers are precluded by the by- 
laws of their organization from participat- 
ing in any sympathetic strike. ° 

Vice President Calderwood, who is also 
General Manager of’ the Brooklyn Rapid 
Trahsit Company, declined to enter into 
any detailed discussion of the reported 
trouble among his men. 

‘** Our men have no grievances that we are 
aware of,’ he said, ‘“‘and I do not think 
they want to strike. They tried it in 1895 
and again in 1899, and on both occasions 
they lost. I guess they have had enough of 
strikes. If such a meeting as this has been 
held, it.is very likely some one representing 
the company was there, and then we will 
know all about it, bye and bye. The only 
thingthat,.could. tie-up our road would be 
a strike of the power house force.”

The board wént oyer the home from top 
to bottom, and it was partly owing to the 
distraction of the attendants on account 
of the visit and the shaking .up.the home 
was undergoing that the gins escaped. 
The inmates were mustered at 5 o'clock as 
usual for religious service. During this pe- 
riod there was no indication of any trouble | 
being planned, but the girls were restless. 
They all knew of the changes and their 
state was laid to this. 

After the exercises they were, marched 


out upon the grounds for out-door reere- | 


ation, and almost immediately thirty-four 
of them made a concerted brea&k for lib-. 
erty. The grounds have no wall and they 
easily escaped and scattered, but inside of 
three hours twenty were back in the home, 
having been taken by ‘the attendants,. with 


the aid of some of the older girls, who not 


only took no part in the escape, but ren- 
dered all aid to the attendants. 

Four more of the girls have been picked 
up. by the police of this city and are lock2d 
up in the police station. Six are as yet 1.0t 
accounted for. . 

One of the girls here, when. asked why the 
escape was planned, said it was because 
the girls. feared that the restraining hand 
of Mrs. Eyler being removed, they would 
be ‘ill-treated by the (attendants. She 
claimed_Mrs. Eyler was a mother .to the 
girls and the opposite of What it has been 
at times claimed she was. ~ 

Another of the girls said they feared there 
would be a return to the “ straitjacket " 
and other forms of punishment, said to be 
in vogue a few years ago.. d 

Mrs. Eyler,;who through all the attacks 
upon her during recent years has main- 
tained silence, still refuses to talk. When, 
asked for an interview 


after .her connec- 
tion with the home was severed, she re- 
plied: ‘‘I would gladly talk for the news- 
papers if there was anything to talk 
about.”’

Three girls, Anna Monday, Elnora Hatfield, 
and Anna Gordon, of the many girls who 
escaped from the State Home for Girls 
at Trenton this afternoon, walked to this 
place, arriying at 7 P. M., and created great 
excitement through the town by their shouts 
They were bare-headed 
and wore dresses alike. 

Jogeph White, motorman on the trolley : 
line from Trenton, informed Marshals Wes- 
ner and Blackwell who the girls were, and 
they, in company with a dozen or more 
boys, at once tried to catch them. 

After running through fields and woods’ 
for,two and a half hours two were caught 
by the ‘boys; who handed them over-to the j 


Marshals, who put them on a trolley car 
and sent them home in care of Motorman 
White, who was met at Ewingville switch 
by the police. The other girl, Anna Gordon, 
was caught at 10:20 P. M. by the boys. 

While en route to Trenton the two girls 
in the first car were so devilish that they 
deliberately smashed the windows in the 
front of the car.

At 
her home it was found that her nose had 
been broken and her face bruised as if 
struck with brass kmuckles. One hand was 
badly lacerated, having apparently been

THE FUERST BISMARCK SOLD. 


Liner Bought by Libau Firm, Possibly 
for Russian Government. 


HAMBURG, April 5.—The Boersenhalle 
now confirms the report of the sale of the 
Hamburg-American liner First Bismarck 
yesterday. 

The vessel has been bought by a Russian 
firm at Libau, Russia. 


On March 24 it was reported from Ham- 
burg that the Fiirst Bismarck had been 
sold to Russia, the Boersenhalle at that 
time denying the report. : 

On March 29 the Hamburg-American 
Steamship Company, while denying that 
Russia had purchased the steamer, admit- 
ted that negotiations for her sale were in 
progress. 

Since the Fiirst Bismarck was built, at 
Stettin in 1891, she has been regularly em- 
ployed in the express service between 

amburg and New York. Until a few 
years ago she was classed among the 
finest vessels running to this port. She 
is 502 feet long, and has a register of 13,226 
tons. She is high in the water, with four 
decks, four masts, and three funnels. She 
is built to carry a great quantity of freight, 
as well as a large number of passengers. 


SERVIANS CANNOT AID RUSSIA. 


The Czar Now Says Volunteers Will Not 
Be Required. 


BELGRADE, April 5.—The committee 
which has been enrolling volunteers in 
Servia for service with the Russian Army 
in the Far East has been dismayed by the 
receipt of a telegram from the Czar thank- 
ing the committee and the volunteers for 
their Russian sympathies, but declaring 
that the services of the Servians will not 
be required. 

The Emperor's telegram came as a com- 
plete surprise.

In the opinion of those who are pushing 
the Judge’s candidacy, the fact that for 
eighteen years he has been in a position 
where he could not take part in political 
controversy .without impropriety is what 
makes him an ideal candidate for his party 
in the present emergency.

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BANK MAN PLEADS GUILTY.

FOREST FIRE NEAR CAPE MAY. 


About Two Square Miles Devastated by 
the Flames So Far.

Charges Against,Prof. Dreyfuss 
Connection with Supplies. 


BIDDER’S STORY OF A GIFT 
Asserts That the Doctor Wanted a Hat 
or Pin for His Wife to Influence 
Award of Contract. 


Serious charges have been laid before, 


Commissioner of Charities Tully against 
Dr. Wolfram E. Dreyfuss, chief chemist 
of the department; who formerly was a 
Professor of Chemistry at Columbia, and 
who was appointed by ex-Commissioner 
of Charities Homer Folks. His salary is 
$5,000 a year, and he has general super- 
vision over all drugs, chemicals, and sur- 
gical appliances for the city hospitals. 
There are five specifications in the 
charges, to which Dr, Dreyfuss makes a 
general denial. The examination will be- 
gin before Commissioner Tully at the 
Charities Départment this afternoon. 
The first charge is that in December, 
1908, Dr. Dreyfuss called at the office of 
H. Joseph Sicklen, who formerly furnished 
the different hospitals with koumyss, and 
said that if Sicklen would send a fifty- 
dollar hat or pin to the chemist’s ‘wife as 


a Christmas gift he would get the contract.

The second charge says that James T. 
Dougherty had made a. bid to. supply 25 
dozen hot Water bags at $8.75. a dozen, the 
bags to he ‘ Progress” bags or equal 
thereto, and that Dr. Dreyfuss subse- 
quently remarked to a representative of 
Dougherty that he would not take $50 for 
the loss the bidder would sustain.

Receiver Tatnall of Asphalt Trust Hopes 
: to Recover Profits.

TRENTON, N. J., April 5.—Henry Tatnall, 
receiver of the Asphalt Company of Amer- 


ica and of the National Asphalt Company, 


filed his last ‘report to-day, and in it de- 
clared that he coujd not see his way to en- 
forcing the $40 call-cn each $100 of stock 
from the shareholders who trahsferred 
stock In thé Asphalt Company of America 
to the National Asphalt Company. 

The call fer the assessment Wag based 
on a Geficiency of $23,953,680. Mr. Tatnall 
declares now that this sum does not con- 
stitute a liability of pny former holder of 
such stock, and that it would not be a 
good business move upon the receiver’s 
part to attempt to collect the deficiency 
from the former holders. He asserts that 
it would. be a waste of funds to make the 
attémpt. 

That -view of the matter the receiver 
gets from an opinion submitted by his 
counsel, who says that at the time the 
stockholders of the Asphalt Company of 
America transferred their -stock- to the 
National .Asphalt Company, the merger 
corporation, they did not do so with the 
idea of escaping liability, in that they did 
not know of any bad financial condition of 
the company. The offer for their holdings, 
which came to them from the National 
Asphalt Company, differed in no respect 
from a bid for their shares at the Stock 
Exchange.

ELIHU ROOT WINS A CASE. 


Court of Appeals Decides Against New 
York University. 


ALBANY, April 5.—The Court of Appeals 
to-day handed down a decision in favor of 
the Medical College Laboratory of New 
York City in its contest with New York 
University over the ownership of real 
estate which the former institution occupies 
in that city. 

The court sustains a decision of the 
courts below, decreeirig that it reconvey to 
the plaintiff the property in question. The 
university, it is alleged, invited thg plaintiff 
to trahsfer to it the property it occupied, 
promising that a committee should have 
control of the affairs of the Medical Col- 
lege, and that this committee should always 
be composed of persons acceptable to the 


medical faculty. These conditions, it is 
alleged, were not carried out. Elihu Root 
argued for the Medical —— Laboratory 
when the case was discussed.

WOODBURY’S CHATEAU 
WORRIES ALDERMEN 


Startled to Find That Their Laches 
Let $370,000 Escape. 


MAYOR ‘HAD ALREADY SIGNED 


Further Dismayed When Resolution 
Asking Grout Not to Pay Was 
Ruled Out. 


There was a tempest in a teapot in the 
Board of Aldermen yestérday over the 
inadvertent granting by the board of the 
$370,000 appropriation to Commissioner 
Woodbury of the Department of Street 
Cleanirig for his ‘‘ chateau” or stable and 
administration building in Brooklyn. In 


the printed calendar for the meeting yes- 
terday appeared the resolution of the 
Board of Estimate making this appropria- 
tion. , The matter had been held up by tlie 
Board of Aldermen just over the six weeks 
which the charter gives on such matters, 
and accordingly had been forwarded on 
Monday to the Mayor by the City Clerk, 
just as though it had been acted upon 
favorably by the board. This was despite 
the fact .that had -the Alderman had 
a chance they would have voted against 
the resolution. 

Alderman Dowling brought the matter up 
yesterday by moving that the resolution 
be taken from its committee and immedi- 
ately considered. President ‘Fornes ruled 
that the matter was out of order, as the 
resolution had already gone to the Mayor. 
He also read an opinion from the Corpora- 
tion Counsel to the effect that the count 
of time on a matter before the board be- 
gan from the moment the resolution was 
certified by the Board of Estimate to the 
President of the Board of Aldermen. © 

Aldermen Doull, Dowling, Wentz, and Sul- 
Hvan made speeches denouncing the tactics 
of the Street Cleaing Commissioner. 

“Just thing’ of it; $370,000! And it got 
away from us!’ was the expression with 
which Alderman Dowling capped the climax 
of the discussion. 

Alderman Sullivan said he thought Com- 
missioner Woodbury had taken advantage 
of the. board, and then Alderman Doull 
offered a resdlution asking Mayor: McClel- 
lan to withhold his approval from the 
resolution, and that the Controller be 
asked not to make any disbursements on 
the account until further action had been 
taken. Alderman Sickles .seconded this, 
but it .was ruled out by the President. 
The board received the information that 
the Mayor had already approved the reso- 


lution giving the money to Major Wood- 
bury. his did not_end the matter, how- 
ever, for Alderman Dowli afterward pre- 
sented a new resolution calimg on the Con- 
troller not to make disbursements on the 
account. 

President Fornes referred to his pre- 
vious ruling, and ruled the resolution out 
of order, on the ground that the opening 
paragraph criticised the Corporation Coun- 
sel’s opinion, the Board of Estimate, and 
the Mayor. Mr. Dowling cut out the of- 
fending lines, and then the beard promptly 
defeated his resolution, on Mr. Fornes’s 
plea that the passage of the resolution 
would embarrass the Finance Department 
and reflect on the city’s credit.

A somewhat difficult task confronts the 
reviewer who would do juctice to every- 
body concerned when considering such a 
production as that of ‘The Shepherd 
King,” |presented at the Knickerbocker 
Theatre last night. It was obvious at the 
outSet that a very large sum of money had 
been spent and that those who made the 
venture did so in confidence, staking much 
on the result. The play is mounted with 
much beauty and richness in costume and 
costliness of accessories. So far so good. 

But though th* producers have evidently 
been at much pains to provide a gorgeous 
Spectacle, they have failed in the respect 
that they did not always take into account 
the human element. What matters it if the 


costumes of the soldiers were glittering 


Scarlet and gold, if those soldiers had all 
the appearance of being recruited from the 
highways and byways of the metropolis, 
suggesting neither the ‘Israelite nor the 

Edomite. In a production of this sort the 
abstncé of the skillful hand is noted first 
in these externals, since, when rightfully 
considered and *properly projected, they 
might go far to lift it above the common- 
place. 

“The Shepherd King” has occasional 
moments of tense interest, but are only ocr 
casional, and for a large part of the even- 
ing the auditor obliged to listen to 
tedious dialogue, which is far from sug- 
gsesting the source which is supposed to 
; have been the inspiration for the play. 

An entirely satisfying realization on the 
stage of the story of the sweet singer in 
Israel was more than any one ~*ould rea- 
sonably expect. It is to the credit cf the 
producers that they have handled the 
Biblical matter so that it at te iime ol- 
fends. 

The story of David, it would seem, might 
have lent itself to poetical treatment. The 
colloquial phraseology in the present effort 
foes as far.as anything else to destroy 
such illusion as might have resulted from 
a more judicious use of the material. 
Blank verse would have been the proper 
medium for the telling of that story. 

[It was not only that the actors spoke 
colloquially last night—in several impor- 
tant instances they acted similarly. It 
Was all too modern for the theme. And 
where it was not conceived and executed in 
that modern spirit the play became mere 
bombast, 

May Buckley, for example, appearing zs a 
younger daughter of King Saul in love with 
and beloved of David, presented as allur- 
ing a picture of ingenuous beauty as has 
rraced # New York stage for many a day. 
Her acting, too, was charmingly spontane- 
ous and conceived in a spirit of winsome 
girlishness wholly delightful. Now it is no 
coubt quite possible that’ the  lovelorn 
maidens of ‘King’ David’s time affected all 
the graces of more modern maidens, and 
yet the_ figure, despite Miss jS$uckl«y's 
charm, did not seem to be in keeping with 
the theme, with the atmosphere as oné 
imagined it. 

In this respect Wright Lorimer, the Da- 
vid, was rather more satisfying. To be 
sure, it was a bit difficult to understand 
why his music was so potent with King 
Saul unless the King was a pretty bad 
jucge of music, but in the main Mr. Lori- 
mer acted the part with dignity, force, 
and boyishness of spirit. And in appear- 
ance he satisfied the eye. 

The King Saul of Charles Kent was a 
triumph of make-up, and in the suggestion 
of madness he was successful, though a 
labored utterance marred the effect of his 
principal scenes. Indeed, one of the chief 
faults of the company generally was a tend- 
ency to overact. 

Fdward Mackey was 
look upon, and he acted the 
simple unaffectedness. 
In the lesser parts 
successful as Phalti, 
overstrenuous as Doeg, 
Miss Neliette Reed as 
like the adventuress 
drama. 

The conflict of David and Goliath was 
handled discreetly and with excellent dra- 
matie effect, as was the attempted killing 
o? David by King Saul. 

It altogether probable’ that with the 
mendations following a first public pre- 
ntation this biblical play may be whipped 
1to such. shape that it will interest a large 
share ot curious theatregoers. It certainly 
has the merit of novelty. Taken as a whole, 
however, it is an odd conglomeration of 
food, bad, and indifferent. which under 
the hends of a master of stage craft 
right have been made into something far 
more impressive than was revealed last 
night.

—Duse at rare moments and the late James 
A. Hearne often—who pursue repression to 
such an extent that it produces the con- 
trary effect, leaping over the footlights 
with.an emphasis more than melodramatic. 

Mr. Hawtrey, limited as is the scope of 
his-impersonations to. a_ single type of 
fellow, manages to keep the optics of the 
theatre in absolute focus, whether he is 
presenting a blank, long-continued stare, 
or tumbling about the floor in a passage of 
knockabout farce. Such another light 
comedian does not exist on the English- 
speaking stage. 

Miss Braugh, though less magnetic in her 

ersonality, is almast or quite as finished in 
ser technique, There are times when she 
seems the living counterpart of Mrs. Gil- 
bert in her old mother-in-law days at 
Dualy’s, though here again it must be 
acknowledged that the sympathetic quality 
was lacking. 
It is a part of her character in the play to 
wish to idolize her son-in-law, and at mo- 
ments her wavering faith in his truth and 
heroism is restored. One could not help 
reflecting how much more tender Mrs. Gil- 
bert would have made her accesses of 
fondness, gnd thereby how much more 
deeply comic. 

The company as a whole was even and 
good, the old salt of Mr. Fred Thorne be- 
ing conspicuously so.

But 
wherefore recall the dreary list, while it 
remains to explain “‘ Saucy Sally She 
is a ship on which Mr. Hawtrey, as one 
Jorelyn. gives out that he is Captaining 

ifOus voyages of exploration, while he 
s,,in fact, vibrating between his young 
wife in Rutlandshire and t’other dear 
charmer in town. 

Of course there is a sleuth of a mother- 
in-law. Miss Brough, who dogs him to his 
pretended embarcation at Southampton;

Judge Newburger Orders His Commit- 
ment to Matteawan Asylum.

Cornelius Williams, the negro who killed 
Andrew H. Green, was committed yester- 
day. to the State Insane Asylum for Crim- 
inals at Matteawan by Judge Newburger, 
in the Court of Special Sessions. A jury 
had adjudged him insane. Dr. C. F. Mac- 
donald and Dr, Austin Flint, representing 
the State, and Dr. Allan MacLean ilamil- 
ton and Dr. Manson for the defense, who 
examined Williams on three occasions, an- 
nounced that he was positively insane. 

The murderer had told them that he had 
been called hard names by people whom he 
could not name, but who, he was sure, were 
employed by a woman who had deceived 
him. He said that after unanswered pray- 
ers he had sold his body to the devil, cn 
his promise that he would enable him to 
kill rich men without harm to himself. The 
devil, he said, had betrayed him and so he 
had repented. 

The experts testified that the man suf- 
fered from delusions and showed marked 
symptoms of paranoia. He had told ‘them 
that he had it in mind to kill three rich 
men The names of the- two others were 
withheld for obvious reasons. 


NEW BRIDGE CONNECTION.

Fight for East Beach Now Is Carried 
to the Court. 


OYSTER BAY, L. L, April 5.—The dis- 
pute between Leonard Jacob and the town 
of Oyster Bay as to the ownership of East 
Beach, which has been going on for a year 
and which last Summer and again this 
week caused armed men from. both sides 
to hold possession of the property, is now in 
the courts. 

Both sides will continue to maintain 
forces at the beach until the preliminary 
fight is decided. Up to to-day Mr. Jacob 
has refused to go to the courts and so has 
Oyster Bay. Each wanted the other to be 
burdened with the proving of the case. 

The armed guards are still on the beach 
and all is quiet. The deputy sheriffs acting 
for the town expected to receive a court 
order this afternoon to vacate, as that in- 
terpretation of the legal proceedings was 
carried to them. Nothing happened, how- 
ever, 

Wilmot T. Cox, Mr. Jacob’s counsel, went 
before Justice Seabury at Mineola this 
afternoon and filed papers in a dispossess 
suit against the town of Oyster Bay and a 
deputy sheriff this evening seryed the 
papers on the members of the town board, 
which met this evening in this village. The 
proceeding is in the nature of a dispossess 
action, just as apy property owner might 
bring against any trespasser. 

The town board rejoiced at the serving 
of the notice and directed Mr. Stoddard, 
the board's counsel, to fight. A jury trial 
will be demanded. When Judge Seabury 
decides the case the town will take it up 
on appeal incase the decision be favorable 
to Mr. Jacob. Doubtless Mr. Jacob will de 
the same if it be uadverse to him. 


FRANCES POWER COBBE DEAD. 


English Author and Philanthropist Was 
Born in 1822. 


LONDON, April 5.—Frances Power Cobbe, 
the author, is dead. 


Frances Power Cobbe was born in’ Dublin 
in 1822. She was a great-granddaughter 
of Charles Cobbe, Archbishop of Dublin. 

In 1857, after a year’s travel in Italy, she 
joined Mary Carpenter at Bristol in the 
conduct of schools and reformatories for 
girls. She contributed articles to numerous 
magazines and weeklies, beginning in 1867, 
and was for seven years an editorial writer 
for The Echo of London. Later she wrote 
for The Standard. 

During this period of her career Miss 
Cobbe devoted her principal attention io 
woman’s suffrage, property rights for wo- 
men, and vivisection. She was one of the 
foremost opponents of vivisection in Eng- 
land, and wnen her outspokenness on the 
subject closed to her the columns of the 
newspapers, she established a monthly mag- 
azine, in which she handled it in her usual 
daring style. 

Miss Cobbe was the founder and for eigit- 
een years the Honorary Secretary of the 
Victoria Street Society for the Protection 
of Animals from, Vivisection. Since 188 


{ she had been President of the British Union 


for the Abolitien of Vivisection.

Wilcox bill providing for two additional 
Commissioners for the State Railroad Com- 
mission, and giving to the commission the 
power to enforce its recommendations by 
mandamus proceedings, the committee late 
this afternoon voted to report out the bill 
with the mandamus feature preserved in 
substance, though changed jn form. 

The action of the committee is a victory 
for the Merchants’ Association, which has 
stood out for the mandamus provision. It 
is also pleasing to the Governor, who wants 
the two additional members as a means of 
wresting the control of the board from 
Senator Platt. It has been said that Col. 
George W. Dunn, the Chairman of the 
board, will resign in case the bill becomes a 
law. 

The mandamus feature of the bill was 
amended by the committee, and now pro- 
vides that “the final directions of the 
board and the time for carrying out the 
Same shall be embodied in a formal or- 
der, a certified copy of which shall be 
served upon the corporation, in like: man- 
ner as a mandamus in a special proceed- 
ing, and said order shall have the full force 
and legal effect of a mandamus lawfully 
issued by the Supreme Court.” 

Obedience to the order may be enforced 
by the Supreme Court on motion of the At- 
torney General. 

The part of the section which was strick- 


en out was the provision that obedience to 
the order of the commission was to be en- 
torced *‘ by proceedings in the nature of a 
criminal contempt against the corporation 
and its officers.’’ 
George E. Morse, the attorney of the/ 
Merchants’ Association, said that he 
thought the amendment made the bill 
stronger than it was in its original form. 
As the bill now stood, he said, the com- 
panies could not refuse to produce any 
beoks or statements demanded of them, and 
at the same time the authority for the en-

It is the understanding here that the 
nomination of Francis M. Baker as 
road Commissioner will be held up by the 
triends of Gov.

RAINES FATHERS A “JOKER.” 


Voting Machine Amendment Costing 
$750,000 Was “Merely Submit- 
ted ""—It’s Dead Now. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 5.—Senator Raines is the 
man who was back of the “joker” in 
Senator Davis’s Voting Machine bil]. The 
bill created a State Board and clothed it 
with authority to order any village, town, 
or city to buy and install voting machines. 
Under its provisions, Greater New York 


could have been compelled to pay out 
$750,000 for voting machines without the 
local authorities having a word to say. 

Senator Raines made a statement from 
the floor of the Senate to-night, shoulder- 
ing responsibility for the “ joker.’’. His 
explanation of how the “ joker ’’ was put in 
is that the objectionable clause was mere- 
ly submitted for consideration by the com- 
mittee. 

When the Voting Machine bill came up 
in general orders to-night, Senator Davis 
submitted amendments wiping out abso- 
lutely all mandatory requirements as to 
the purchasing of machines. These were 
accepted, and the bill was then advanced. 
Senator Dowling, who was the discoverer 
of the Raines ‘“ joker,”’ signified his assent 
to to-night’s changes.

Measures Now Pendéng Would Swell | 


New York Pay Roll $1,018,280. 


ALBANY, April 5.—The Senate to-day 
passed one of the increase-of-salary bills 
for New York City opposed by the City 
Club and other organizations.. It is Sen- 
ator Grady’s bill for an additional Fire 
Commissioner at a salary of $5,000. Under 
Senator Grady’s bill one of the Deputies 
shall be in Brooklyn and one in Manhattan, 
but the Brooklyn Deputy shall not have 
the power of the Commissioner in case 
of the latter’s absence. Such power is, 
hewever, given to the Manhattan Deputy. 

Bills which, if enacted into laws, would 
increase the salary rolls of New York City 
by $1,018,280 are pending in the Legislature, 
according to a schedule furnished Gov.

Mr. Lamb, at Banquet, Objects to One 
Like Sub-Treasury.

‘The religious life to-day is much less in- 
tense than it was fn any other period,” 
said John M. Carrere. ‘ Until the Refor- 
mation the building of churches was the 
most important part of the life of the peo- 
ple.

Even the. meeting houses of the Puritans 
were representative of the religious beliefs 
of the worshippers. To-day church build- 
is largély a matter of local pride and prej- 
udice, and faith does not enter as it did.

“At heart the Americans are a religious 
people with a fully developed true and good 
conscience,” said Charles R. Lamb, “ and 
the churches should typify this.

road, but Not Interfere in Labor Trouble 


WASHINGTON, April 5:—The labor 
troubles on the Isthmus of Panama grow- 
ing out Of the strike of the employes of 
the Panama Railroad Company have taken 
a serious turn. 

The matter was considered at the Cabi- 
net meeting to-day, and the unanimous 
opinion was that everything possible should 
be done to avoid an entanglement of the 
United States Government in any labor 
controversy. But it also was determined 
that the Government would not withhold 
in any degree the protection to the Pan- 
ama Railroad which it Has assumed by 
treaty, and it was decided that the rail- 
road property, rolling stock, track, and 
terminals should be protected by forces 
from the United States warships at the 
Isthmus if that became necessary. 

Subsequently the following official state- 
ment was given out: 

“'The Navy Department has sent instruc- 
tions to Admiral Glass and Admiral Sigs- 
bee to exercise care that neither the ma- 
rines nor seamen interpose in labor dis- 
putes on the Isthmus of Panama, nothing 
beyond the preservation of peace and prop- 
erty to be permitted.” 

The Sqnate Committee on Finance to-day 
authorized Senator Aldrich to report an 
amendment to the. bill for the government 
of the Panama Canal zone, giving to the 
canal construction bonds all the rights and 
privileges of the outstanding 2 per cent. 
Government bonds. The effect is to allow 
National banks to use the bonds as a 
basis for circulation. 


OPPOSE BILL FOR PRESIDENT. 


Minority Report Attack Measure for His 
Protection as Revolutionary. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—A minority re- 
port on the bill introduced by Senator Hoar 
to provide for the protection of the Presi- 
dent of the United States was submitted 
to-day by Senator Bacon from the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary. Senators Pettus, 
Culberson, Blackburn, and Patterson, all 
Democratic members of the committee, also 
signed the report. 

The minority members of the committee 
say they yield to no one in their desire to 
protect the President and punish the ene- 
mies of the Government and social order, 
“but in the accomplishment of this lauda- 
ble desire we are unwilling to put upon the 
statute books a law that will invade and 
destroy the most valued principles of re- 
publican institutions: which will take from 
the States their rightful jurisdictions over 
erime which they have never surrendered 
to the General Government; which will 
overturn the recognized policies and proced- 
ure of a hundred years, and which, not con- 
tent with the provisions respecting the 
President, sets apart some forty-five or 
fifty other men as\a separate class whose 
persons shall be more sacred in the eye of 
the law than others of the 80,000,000 inhab- 
itants of the United States.”

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THE PUSHING PROTECTIONISTS. 

The special organ of the protected in- 
terests takes exception to the opinion re- 
cently expressed in our columns by Mr. 
Mose.y of London that the question of 
protection is a closed one in the United 
States. Its view is that so long as there 
are active opponents of special legisla- 
tion for private interests among the lead- 
ers of the Democratic Party, like Mr. 
Wi.uraMs of Mississippi, the question 
must remain open. We think this view 
is quite correct. Mr. Mosp.y, in his anx- 
jety to plead the case of the United 
States as a precedent for English policy, 
has been misled as to the permanent con- 
tentment of our people with the favorit- 
ism of the tariff. 

But there is another reason why the 
tariff question is not yet closed, nor will 
be for many a long year. That is the in- 
satiable and increasing appetite of the 
beneficiaries of the tariff. The more 
they get the more they want. If at any 
time they are scared by the manifesta- 
tions of popular resentment into a show 
of surrendering something, as was the 
case in 1881, the process is sure to result 
in net increase of their advantages 
over their fellow-citizens. It might be 
supposed that at the present moment 
they were sufficiently gorged, and that 
they had sufficient reason to fear the 
dissatisfaction of the people to rest 
quiet. Far from it. This is the moment 
selected to press the most naked and un- 
justifiable form of protection, subsidies 
to American ships and American ship- 
building. Heretofore that scheme has 
been blocked in the House at each ses- 
sion. We have no doubt that it will be 
so in this session. That does not pre- 
vent ‘the ship and shipping lobby from 

continued and accumulating pressure. 

The aim of the interested parties is to 
get their plan in such position in commit- 
tee that it may be put through in the 
short session of next Winter. It is one 
of the anomalies of our system that the 
Congress elected in the Autumn of the 
Presidential year does not meet for ac- 
tion until a year from the following De- 
cember, so, Whatever may be the outcome 
of the elections this year, the majority 
party will have their own way during the 
next session. Should the expression of 
public opinion be in favor of a check to 
the protectionists, there is very little 
doubt that the subsidy scheme will be 
pressed. 

There is another scheme of the same 
nature that will probably be completed 
this session, unless the opposition of Sec- 
retary Tart shall defeat it or compe] a 
compromise. That is the defeat of the 
bill postponing the exclusion of foreign 
vessels from trade between the Philip- 
pines and the United States, which ex- 
clusion, under the law as it is, will take 
place on July 1. This measure is not 
only in the plain interest of the islands, 
but of the cordage manufacturers of the 
country, who would hardly be able to im- 
port their material direct if the measure 
failed. The quarrel is one of tariff fa- 
vorite against tariff favorite, and it may 
be that the heavily protected manufact- 
urers will be able to balk the seekers for 
monopoly in shipping.- But the signifi- 
cance of the situation is not changed by 
that fact. The eager greed of the pro- 
tected interests is manifest. 

Doubtless it appears to the statesmen 
of the Republican Party that it is “ good 
politics”’ thus to follow almost blindly 
the bidding of the protected interests 
whenever those interests combine, or the 
stronger among them when they do not 
combine. Yet two of the last five Presi- 
dential elections were lost to the Repub- 
licans on the issues raised by this sub- 
servience, and a third was only saved by 
ithe treachery of the Democratic organiza- 
tion in this State to the candidate. If 
these issues were plainly presented to 
the country and the Democratic Party 
were united on a safe and able candidate, 
it would be very imprudent to count on a@ 
sure victory for protection. Within the 
last four years two Republican Presi- 
dents have declared that the country had 
outgrown the tariff and that it must be 
@anged in the direction of reduction. It 
is true that Mr. RoosPVELT was silenced 
en this subject, but it was by the force 
or party ciscipline addressed to the prize 
of a nomination and not at all by the 
force of public opinion, It has been with 
the greatest difficulty that the strong- 
holds of the Republicans in the North- 
west, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iow4, have 
been kept from thrusting the issue of 
tariff reduction and reciprocity into the 
pre-convention campaign, and on those 
issues fairly presented can any one say 
that they would surely support the actual 
extreme policy of the party?

THE POSITION OF MR. MURPHY. 

It appears to be the settled policy of 
Tammany Hall to maintain an attitude 
of opposition to the Democrats of the 
rest of the State. Under the leadership 
of JoHN KELLY and of RICHARD CROKER 
Tammany was almost continually at war 
with the Democracy north of the Har- 
lem. Mr. MurpHy, the present Tammany 
leader, follows the tradition and keeps up 
the practice. 

“TIT am opposed to an instructed dcle- 
gation,” said Mr. Murpuy in discussing 
the work to be done by the State Con- 
vention at Albany, “and nothing that 
has occurred in the last few days has 
‘changed my attitude in the slightest.” 
What has “occurred” in the last fcw 
days is this: Delegates to tht Democratic 
Convention have been chosen in many 
counties of the State, and an overwhelm- 
ing majority of them are either in- 
structed to vote in the convention for 
Gelegates who will favor the nomination 
of Judge PARKER at St. Louis, or, in de- 
fault of instructions, are known to be 
Parker delegates. It was said in our Al- 
bany dispatches yesterday morning that 
of the 186 delegates to the Albany Cen- 
vention thus far chosen, 177 are commit- 
ted to Judge PARKER. It was expected 
that not less than 312 of the 450 dele- 
gates to the State Convention will be 
Parker delegates. This means, of course, 
that an instructed delegation will be cent 
to St. Louis. It is perfectly evident that 
the Democrats of the State want Judge 
PARKER to be the nominee of the party. 
Such a preponderance of sentiment in his 
favor makes the giving of instructions 
proper and necessary. It would be con- 
trary to logic, tradition, and common 
sense to omit them. 

That the majority should rule is good 
Democratic doctrine. Mr. Murpuy thus 
far repudiates majority rule, He ‘makes 
it appear that the Democrats of Tam- 
many Hall have other interests to serve, 
other aims to pursue, than those which 
engage the attention of New York Demo- 
crats beyond the limits of this city. Yet 
it is plain that the party in the Nation 
would be made stronger by the harmony 
of sentiment and united action in this 
State. There may be Tammany reasons 
for Mr. MurRpuy’s course. On Demo- 
cratic grounds it is inexplicable. 


FOR THE PUBLIC INFORMATION. 

he decision of the Supreme Court in 
the suit brought by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission at the instance of 
Mr. HEARST will compel the anthracite 
coal-carrying roads to produce their ton- 
tracts with the coal companies. Through 
ownership of the mines and agreements 
with each other the anthracite roads 
rave established a combination as, to 
which the public is entitled to larger 
knowledge than it now possesses. The 
roads refused to exhibit the contracts) 
and to that extent the public was de- 
prived of its right to know the elements 
of cost in a commodity whose price is 
fixed by the transporting companies. 

The decision strengthens the hands of 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission. 
It enables it to compel inter-State com- 
merce corporations to produce the con- 
tracts and agreements under which they 
are doing business. The court declares 
that to hamper the commission unrea- 
sonably “‘ by narrowing the field of in- 
quiry beyond the requirements of the due 
protection of rights of citizens"’ would 
seriously impair its usefulness. It would 
appear that the commission may now 
call for the production of any secret re- 
bate contract of which it can establish 
the existence. 

The decision has a bearing, too, upon 
the work of the Bureau of Corporations, 
which is a part of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor. The act estab- 
lishing that department declares that the 
Commissioner, of Corporations shall have 
the same right as the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission “to subpoena and 
compel the attendance and testimony of 
witnesses and the production of docu- 
mentary evidence.” The decision in the 
coal-roads case affirms the right to make 
pretty broad demands upon corporations 
for the production of evidence which the 
commission may think necessary to en- 
able it to determine whether the laws of 
the United States are being violated. 


FRANCE AND ENGLAND. 

It is not true that the accord: reported 
to have been virtually arrived at between 
France aud England disposes of all the 
questions at issue between the two Pow- 
ers. But it does seem to eliminate froin 
them all any elements they contain dan- 
gerous to international peace. Since both 
nations unquestionably desire peace, with 
each other and with all the world, this 
result was to be expected. For they are 
the most experienced nations in Europe 
in the art of international negotiation. 
For four or five centuries, at least, trey 
have been under the necessity of ‘pericd- 
ically coming to an understanding with 
each other. The foreign policy of the 
Gritish Government has been continuous, 
practically, for this whole period. And, 
though the present form of the French 
Government is only a generation old, 
the incumbency of the Foreign . Of- 
fice by M. Deucassn is a testimony that 
the diplomatic traditions of France have 
survived all changes in. its domestic pol- 
itics, 

The questions upon which the two na- 
tions have to come to an’ understanding 
affect three continents—Africa, Asia, and 
America; fortunately not Europe. In 
Africa it seems that the predominant in- 
fluence of France is to be acknowledged 
in Morocco, in return for her \acknowl- 
edgment of the préd

‘Britain 4n Egypt. Ih fact, far as the in-. 
terference of Great Britain in Egypt may 
have gone beyond her original expecta- 
tions, and eyen beyond her official as- 
surances, and so have given new ground 
for the revival of the old French re- 
proaches of British “‘ perfidy,” it is clear 
that everf successive step has been 
forced upon her. It is clear that the work 
of ‘Lord Cromer is the best thing that 
has happened to Egypt in modern times, 
and it is certain that his country neither 
can nor should abandon Egypt. But, if 
France will disable herself from con- 
tinuing to regard the British influence 
in Egypt as a grievance, that renuncia- 
tion will be worth all that Great Britain 
may have to pay for it in Morocco... In 
Asia, the exact delimitation of the sev- 
eral spheres of influence and the agree- 
ment in relation to Siam will remove a 
question which has more than once been 
threatening. It seems strange to read 
that France will receive and accept com- 
pensations in Africa for losses in Amer- 
ica, but it shows how wide and how close 
is the network of ‘planetary politics.” 
Experience has taught both nations that 
a “condominium” is a form of rule 
expressly to be avoided. To buy out the 
French rights upon the “‘ French Shore” 
of Newfoundland at a liberal valuation 
is good business for England. We may 
assume that $600,000‘is at least a fair 
price for the interest of the French ri- 
parians who will no longer be allowed to 
can lobstérs on that coast, while the 
French national dignity is salved for 
abandoning, the territorial claims by a 
grant of coast which gives her easier 
access to her colonies in Central Africa. 

The main object in these negotiations 
will be attained if all threatening causes 
of offense are removed. That seems to 
have been accomplished. If so, the ne- 
gotiators have done a great thing not 
only for their respective countries, but 
for all mankind. 


EAST SIDE RENTS. 

Whether or not it has been preconcert- 
ed, there seems to be no doubt that the 
raising of rents on the east side has been 
general and systematic. Various ex- 
planations of it are given. One is that 
owners who wish to sell desire to make 
the largest possible showing of income, 
and show their rent roll as an index of 
the value of their property. Whether 
they can actually collect these nominal 
rentals is to them a minor question. 

The enforcement of the tenement house 
law and the increase of taxation are the 
only plausible reasons for raising rents. 
But the cost of making the improvements 
required in the interest of public health 
and decency has been great, compared 
with the total value of tenement houses, 
only in exceptional and scandalous in- 
stances. As for the increase of taxation, 
it is very doubtful: whether, under the 
new system of assessment, there has 
been such an increase in tenement-house 
property in general. Certainly the re- 
ported advance in rents has been too 
great to be justified by either of these 
causes, or by both together. 

For bona-fide landlords, who expect to 
make their incomes from the rents of 
their property, this advance does not 
look like good business. The tenants 
have as a rule been paying already ell 
they could afford to pay. There is no 
class of better-to-do tenants waiting to 
take the premises they may be forced to 
vacate, at higher rents than they have 
been paying. Tenement house property 
has been in the past by far the most 
profitable form of investment in real ¢s- 
tate. It is so still, in cases in which the 
landlord is his own agent and superin- 
tendent, and these cases are the most 
numerous. Even when the landlord pays 
for agency and superintendence, his in- 
vestment is still held to be more profit- 
able than he could make in other landed 
property. Even if taxation and the tene- 
ment house law have somewhat reduced 
the exceptional profits of holding tene- 
ment houses, it seems wiser for a !and- 
lord to accept that:slight reduction than 
to empty his premises, with the great un- 
certainty whether he can fill them at 
higher rates, The discontent which these 
evictions by wholesale are bound to pro- 
voke has already been made manifest. 
It involves risks which a prudent owner 
may very well shrink from incurring. 


TOPICS CF THE TIMES. 


~——Talk about the weather, though usual- 
ly held to be the sign of a mind tempo- 
rarily or permanently vacuous, constitutes 
so large a fraction of human eonversation 
in all parts of the world that its intrinsic 
interest and importance must be much 
greater than people are accustomed to ad- 
mit. There will ‘be no hesitation at all, 
however, in ascribing both interest and im- 
portance, with a big element of novelty as 
well, to some remarks about the weather 
just made by a Broooklyn minister. Like 
many of his colleagues, he had been ponder- 
ing of late on the much discussed decrease 
in churchgoing; and, unlike many of them, 
he was unwilling to ascribe this disquieting 
phenomenon to the wickedness of the age. 
Therein was he wiser than—well, than some 
other folks, for of course the age, as com- 
pared with any of its predecessors, might 
almost be called a model of virtue, and of 
all the virtues worthy of the name, at 
that, and lamentations over an imagined 
deterioration from the ancient standards 
are always the clear marks of either senility 
or ignorance. But the Brooklyn man doesn’t 
lament. He did, apparently, have to admit 
that a good many empty seats have been 
visible in a good many churches for some 
time past, but instead of leaping to the con- 
clusion that the men and the women of the 
day are far gone in irreverence and skep- 
ticism he—looked up the records of the 
Weather Bureay Jt was a stroke of genius, 
for in thse records he found that by some 
strange chance Sunday has for many 
months. been a day of severe storms’ of one 
sort or another. Here, then, he found an 
explanation of @he empty seats in church, 
and to his mind the explanation‘is much 
better than the theory that everybody—al- 
most—has gone to the bad. Of course, it 
will not content all those who joy in the 
thought that the present is inferior, es- 
pecially .as regards piety, to the past, and 
those who cling lovingly to that belief will 
be sure to hint a doubt as to the quality of 
the religion the possessors of which remain 


at home on stormy days, They may ask

to’ which secular businesses and pleasures 
are affected by ordinary rains and snows, 
and even go the cruel length of inquiring 
whether a comparison of church and 
weather records would not show that es- 
pecially fine Sundays have about the same 
effect on church attendance as especially 
inclement onesonly more so. But carping 
of this sort is to be expected as the réward 
of every great discovery, and the Brooklyn 
minister mustn't be discouraged if he gets 
his share of it. 


——A_ too-observant reader—he is an 6ffi- 
cial in the Department of Public Charities, 
but everybody knows how coldly kind such 
charities always are—advises Dr. ALBION

and some others.,jwho live nearer the sun- 
rise to be careful the next time they have 
occasion either to attack or to defend the 
hero of JOHN BUNYAN’s famous parable 
not to call him “ Pilgrim,” since that was 
not his name. “ For what it was,” con- 
tinues this accurate person, “ see the work 
itself, passim. Had Dr. Smaui done this 
before uttering his criticism that would 
have had more weight and himself not 
appeared to condemn that which he did not 
know.” The Public Charities person is en- 
tirely right, and we sincerely hope that 
Dr. SMALL and all others likely in their 
haste or their ignorance to forget that it 
was a pilgrim, and not Pilgrim, who pro- 
gressed, will think twice before they speak 
or write about the book again. Absten- 
tion from that particular mistake may be 
rendered easier if they keep in mind the 
correct name of the book, which is not, as 
widely believed and almost always stated, 
“Pilgrim's Progress,” but ‘‘ The Pilgrim’s 
Progress,”’ the article making an essential 
and highly protective difference in the 
meaning of the title.

——‘‘In the recent fighting,” says a dis- 
patch from British West, Africa, “ the Ok- 
potos fought their way into the midst of a 
British square and killed or wounded 
many of the British.” This, taken in con- 
nection with several victories won by the 
blacks of the same region in fights with 
German soldiers, is a rather ominous indi- 
cation that perhaps the day is past or 
passing when civilized men with civilized 
arms could do about as they chose .with 
hostile savages and had to give very little 
consideration to the size of the opposing 
force. In Tibet things went in the old-fash- 
ioned way, the natives there being fanatical 
in their conservatism as well as in their 
politics and their religion, and scorning ta 
use against invaders any weapons or tac- 
tics not sanctioned by immemorial usage. 
But the Africans are different, and appar- 
ently, or possibly, they have at last 
learned something from the latest of the 
many races to exploit them. If any force 
of *‘Okpotos”’ can fight their way into 
British square it is a pretty serious busi- 
ness, particularly as “‘ Hereros’’ have re- 
peatedly done the same thing in the part 
of Africa called German. Both of these 
tribes were wholly unknown to most peo- 
ple until just the other day, and if they 
have already done as much as the redoubt- 
able Zulus ever accomplished, they may in 
time do a little more. Of course it is un- 
imaginable that they can inflict decisive 
defeats on Europeans or permanently af- 
fect the advance of ‘‘ manifest destiny,’’ but 
there is at least a faint chance that some 
painful surprises are in store, and some 
even more painful expenditures of life and 
money. The profits to be derived from 
selling modern rifles to savages are said 
to be large, but they are just a little dan- 
gerous for the next comers, for guns will 
shoot as far and as fast for a black man 
as for a white one, and bullets have no 
race prejudices. Some day—but there, com- 
merce is sacred, and any suggestions of 
interference with it abhorrent. 


——Those “‘ mothers of Kansas’”’ who are 
in a flurry of indignation over the pro- 
posal to have a beauty show of Kansas 
girls at the St. Louis Fair might as well 
calm down and turn their valuable ener- 
gies to more important matters. Of course 
there is nothing they could say as to the

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REPUDIATED BONDS MADE GOOD 


Public interest, concentrated upon the 
Northern Securities case, seems to have 
missed entirely another decision, handed 
down during March by a divided Su- 
preme Court, which is important as an 
interpretation of the Constitution and af- 
fects, indirectly at least, a mass of secu- 
rities whose face value is greater than 
that involved in the Northern Securities 
decision. This decision gives to the State 
of South Dakota a judgment against the 
State of North Carolina for $27,400, and 
decrees that if the defendant State dees 
not pay by the first Monday in January, 
1905, the United States Marshal shall 
seize certain property belonging to North 
Carolina, advertise it, and sell it “at 
the east front door of the Capitol in 
Washington.” 

This is picturesque enough; in the light 
of the events that lie behind, it is one of 
the most striking events of recent Amer- 
ican history. The debt which North 
Carolina must now pay to South Dakota 
dates from the early forties. Like the 
other States, North Carolina had a craze 
for railroad building. To pay the cost, 
bonds to the amount of several millions 
were issued. These bonds fell due dur- 
ing the panicky seventies., The State had 
been ravaged by war and-robbed by re- 
construction. North Carolina could not 
pay if she had been willing, and in ner 
anger at her plight she went further and 
said she would not pay. She repudiated 
all her bonds. This she could do because 
of the Eleventh Amendment to the Con- 
stitution, which forbids the suing of a 
State by a citizen of another State. 
There was no remedy for the Northern 
investors who had bought the bonds, and 
no consolation except to express their 
opinion of the morality of the transac- 
tion through the columns of Northern 
newspapers. 

But all this is a matter.of history. For 
twenty or thirty years the repudiated 
bonds of eleven Southern States, amount- 
ing, with the unpaid interest, to between 
seven and eight hundred million dollars, 
have lain in dusty pigeonholes. Some 
two years ago, however, it occurred to 
certain brokers in this city that while an 
individual cannot sue a State, one State 
can sue another. With this thought be- 
gan the events which led up to the pres- 
ent decision. First, the State of South 
Dakota passed a statute entitled ‘‘ An 
act to require the acceptance and collec- 
tion of grants, devises, bequests, dona- 
tions, and assignments to the State of 
South Dakota.” Then, the ground having 
been prepared, Mr. Simon Schafer, a 
broker in this city, gave to South Dakota 
ten of those old repudiated bonds of 
North Carolina. With the gift was a let- 
ter explaining that the donor. had waited 
thirty years for North Carolina to pay, 
that he himself could not sue, but that 
South Dakota could, and intimating that 
if South Dakota succeeded more gifts 
might follow. 

South Dakota did sue, and, as the de- 
cision shows, succeeded. The Supreme 
Court was not blind to the fact that the 
maker of such an unusual gift must have 
expected some indirect benefit; but after 
carefully pointing out that the motive 
back of the gift could not affect its 
validity, they decided’that South Dakota 
was the bona-fide owner of the bonds, 
and gave judgment. What follows? Ob- 
viously, for any person who desires to 
make a present to a State university or 
to any State charity, these repudiated 
bonds are as available as cash. Still 
further, if South Dakota had bought 
these bonds, the. decision would have 
been the same. And stranger things 
have happened than for some syndicate 
to buy up for a song several millions of 
these bonds, and sell them at a big dis- 
count from face value to some impecuni- 
ous and pliable State, which can collect 
in full. This decision revives the dead 
issue of repudiation.

Names Parker and Thayer as a Ticket 
to Win. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There have been able lawyers among our 
Presidents, from the elder Adams to Mc- 
Kinley, and they have had the best train- 
ing for their highest position, for the Chief 
Executive should understand for himself 
what enactments he would recommend in 
hi8 messages, and such as. he would favor, 
and those which he would veto, but no one 
ameng them, except Jackson, was ever on 
the Supreme Court bench who is said to 
have been a dignified Judge. Those six 
years in the judicial office, together with 
his brilliancy in the army, were profitable 
when he came to enforce with so much 
fearlessness his sentiment, ‘‘Our Federal 
Union: It must be preserved.” 

There have been eminent Judges who 
would have been great Presidents. We 
think of Marshall, Marcy, and Chase. 
Such judicial minds, so broad and clear, 
and unifed with a courage that has our 
admiratjon, have pre-eminent qualifica- 
tions.

There are three survivors of that family. 
One is drawing a pension of 20 cents a day 
to help “bust” the Treasury; perhaps 
there would not be any Treasury had it 
not been for those who went forth in. those 
dark days of the Rebellion. 

I know of a comrade who worked on the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, and his sala- 
ry was $120 per month, When they fired 
on the flag at Fort Sumter he threw up 
his job and enlisted for $13 a month. Now, 
he could not have gone for gain; perhaps 
if he was seen to-day, poor and walking 
upon his uppers, some of the present gen- 
eration might say, ‘‘ There goes another 
old coffee cooler.’”’

So Says Sinator Burton, Trying 
for Catskill Appropri 


Ss, to The New York Times. ; 

ALBA April 5.—At the i 1 of 
New York associations, Senator Burt in 
the Senats to-day made a fight for an 
amerdmert to the Forest, Fish and Game — 
Commissijn’s bill making appropria 
for con 
the Adirtmdacks and Catskills. 

The bjf made an appropriation of’ $200,- € 
000 for Adding to the State park in. the” 
Adirondacks, and only $50,000 for adding ~ 
to the State park in the Catskills. Senator 
Burton declared that the lower portion of © 
the State was interested in having a larger 
appropriation for the increase of the Cats- 
kill preserve, and he moved that the ap- 
propriation for that purpose be made $100,- 
000. 

“The Adirondack preserve is largely for ‘ 
the benefit of the millionaires who own 
large estates in that section,’”’ said Senator 
Burton, “ while the Catskill preserve is of 
benefit to the common people.” 

In proof of his @ontention that the Cats- 
kill preserve benefited a larger number of 
people than the Adirondack preserve, Sena+ 
tor Burton said the hotel capacity of the 
Adirondacks was 33,000 while that of 
the, Catskills was 90,000. The guests who 
went to the Adirondacks last Summer and 
remained over two weeks, he said, num- 
bered 45,000, while the guests at the Cats- 
Vill resorts numbered 90,000, The State 
now- holds 1,325,000 acres in the Adiron- 


'dacks, and but 82,300 acres in the Catskills. 

Senator Burton estimated that in 1920 
New York City would haye 7,000,000 popu- 
lation. ‘‘ These people will need a big pre- 
serve in the Catskills for a breathing 
place.”’ he said. Senator Grady also made 
a plea for the adoption of the Burton 
amendment, but it was lost. 


RENEWS TRUST BILL FIGHT. 


Brackett . Gets Reconsideration and 
Strikes at Corporation Company. 


ALBANY, April 5.—Another fight on the 
Brackett bill prohibiting the use of the 
word “trust”? by corporations not under 
the banking law is now certain. Senator 
Brackett, by a vote of 23 to 16, Was sue- 
cessful this afternoon in securing the adop- 
tion of his motion to reconsider the Elsberg 
amendment, which practically robbed the 
measure of its effect and protected the 
Corporation Trust Company of New York. 

Senator Brackett said that he had litera- 
ture circulated by the Corporation Trust 
Company of New York to prove that the 
same officers were officers of the Corpora- 
tion Trust Company of New Jersey, which 
supplied the ‘‘dummy Directors” to the 
Shipbuilding Trust, the Franklin Syndicate, 
and the Iroquois Theatre Company of Chi- 
cago, 

Senator Grady wanted to know in what 
way the corporation had “ scandalized’”’ 
itself. ‘‘Is it Because they furnished 
dummy Directors? Now, be careful how 
you answer,”’ continued he, “‘ for you might 
reflect seriously on the National Adminis- 
tration candidate for the Republican nomi- 
nation for Governor, and you cannot afford 
to wipe out candidates when they are so 
scarce. This very man of whom I spoke, 
who has been mentioned for the Republican 
nomination for Governor, has furnished 
dummy Directors for divers concerns.”’

Night Sentinel Finds Weeping Visit- 
ors Locked in the Goddess. 


ALL NIGHT ON THE ISLAND 


Army Surgeon’s Wife Cares for Unex- 
pected Guests, Who Hear a Band 
Concert in Thelr Honor. 


After having been prisoners in the Statue 
of Liberty, two young girls, Grace Felicia 
Tojetti of 60 West Seventy-fifth Street, and 
Johanna Luefrs, a stenographer at Ellis 
island, were returned in safety yesterday 
morning, the one to her anxious mother, and 
the other to her notebook and typewriter.

Artist Who Reproduced Master’s Works 
Forgot Collars on Dogs. 


When an artist. reproducing in oils the 
work of a master is so careless as to 
leave the collars off dogs which are fully 
dressed in the original picture, and when 
he further, in depicting the canine boudoir, 
transforms a leash, pendent, into a hole 
in the wall, it is possible that he may wit- 
ness the sale of his pictures at 40 cents 
in the very courtroom in which he is seek- 
ing to collect $5 each for them. 

That at least was the experience 
of Santo Fontano, member of the Academy 
of Milan, when he attempted yesterday in 
the Fourth Municipal District Court, Jus- 
tice Roesch presiding, to recover judg- 
mens for work he had done for Solomon 
Seligman, art dealer of 10 East Fourteenth 
Street.

TWENTY BOSTON PAINTERS. 


A Group of Massachusetts Artists Ex- 
hibiting at the Arts Club. 


It was a happy thought of the committee 
of the National Arts Club in charge of ex- 
hibitions. to ask a score of Boston painters 
to show one of more pictures each in the 
club's galleries at 37 West Thirty-fourth 
Street. Some very attractive works are 
shown by Joseph de Camp—woman and child 
in brilliant sunshine seated on a bench 
reading: Frank W. Benson, who sends a 
“ Girl in Blue” and a seated woman; B. C. 
Tarbell, whose young blonde woman caught 
in a spiny young pine tree is labeled 
“Wood Nymph,” and Mrs. J. Montgomery 
Sears, whose pastel portraits of women 
and children have a particular touch of 
ideality and good breeding. The young 
seated woman by Benson is very well 
painted as to gown, bodice, chair, and 
transparent sleeves; but it is not very con- 
vincing when it comes to head and neck. 
The neck especially lacks flesh tone and 
even good modeling, since it has the con- 
sistency of a tallow candle and a shape 
which suggests that some such meltable 
substance had melted more or less against 
the chairback. 

William J. Kaula’s “Moonrise” and 
Charles H. Woodbury’s ‘“‘ Sunset at Sea” 
are studies in clouds, the former delicate, 
the latter fantastic. Thomas Allen, the 
cattle painter, has a brace of little noc- 
turnes called “The Rising Moon” and 
“The Waning Moon.” Philip L. Hale sends 
a@ very realistic portrait of “Old Cap’n Pe- 
ter Turner,’”’ in which he spares the Cap’n 
neither in the size of his fingers nur the 
far from intellectual quality of his features. 
“The Wrestlers" is a group in which real- 
ism is everything, beauty of form, color, 
and composition nowhere. Mrs. Lee Luf- 
kin Kaula sends a good portrait of her fa- 
ther and Mr. Caliga a likeness of his moth- 
er. The “Woman in White,” by Howard 
Gardiner Cushing, is a standing figure 
which speaks more eloquently through its 
clothes than through its eyes, large and 
soulful as these are. 

The mosaiclike watercolors of George H. 
Hallowell will prove the greatest ncvelty 
in this interesting collection of only two- 
score pictures. His sketches of festas in 
Naples and Rome are things of fantastic 
shapes and whirling carriages, ballet girls, 
and peasant women mixed with townsmen 
in top hats, Utterly oblivious of aerial per- 
spective, Mr. Hallowell’s blue skies and 
bulging white clouds crowd forward cn to 
the same plane with the objects and figures 
of the middle distance—and this does not 
diminish the uncanny effect of them, denc- 
ing along in an opiated dream. His “ Study 
for an Altar Piece,” small tripart religious 
picture richly framed, is nicely managed as 
to the distribution of figures and the tones. 
It might bear carrying out on a larger 
scale. The exhibition can be seen by card 
of member of the Arts Club, and will re- 
main until April 18.

HIS PLANS WERE BETRAYED 


Physician in Charge of the Asylum in

BERLIN, April 5.—Mattasich, the ¢x- 
Lieutenant in the Austrian army, whose in- 
trigue with the Princess Louise of Coburg 
caused her husband, Prince Philip of Co- 
burg, to have her detained in a private 
asylum for the insane at Coswig, a suburb 
of Dresden, made an unsuccessful attempt 
to rescue the Princess several days ago. 

Mattasich arrived at Coswig in an auto- 
mobile from Berlin, expecting the co-op- 
eration of a restaurant keeper to whom he 
had confided his plans, but the latter told 
third persons, through whom the physician 
in charge of the asylum was informed of

WO THOUSAND WARRANTS 
‘POR EAST SIDE TER 


Court Marshals Fear That Evic- 
tions May Lead to Riot. 


JUSTICES TALK OF CONDITIONS 


One Tells Landlords He Is Not on Bench 
to Murder, and Issues Writs Only 
When Forced .To. 


It required no extraordinary powers of 
perception to see that the indignation 
aroused by the evictions following the 
wholesale raising of rents on the lower 
east side of this city yesterday was at a 
high pitch. The City Marshals were busy 
all day serving dispossess papers, and they 
say that never in their career have they 
been called on to undertake so stupendous 
a task as the present. 

What will be the outcome of this crusade 
of the landlords, as it is commonly ‘called 
by those most keenly affected, no one 
knows. Many believe, however, that it will 
mean more than the owners themselves 
look for, and some do not hesitate to pre- 
dict that it will lead to a general riot among 
those who are forced to vacate. 

The Judges of the courts where most of 
the eviction cases are heard declare that, 
while their sympathies are with the un- 
fortunate tenants, they are bound to ad- 
minister the law, and do very little to miti- 
gate the situation. As nearly as can be 
learned, from 1,200 to 1,800 eviction war- 
rants have been signed so far this week, 
and it seems likely that the total will ex- 
ceed 2,000 by next Saturday. 

To show their determined resentment of 
the advance in rent and the subsequent un- 
yielding attitude of the tenement house 
owners, the people of the east side are 
planning a series of mass-meetings in de- 
nunciation of the movement. , These mass- 
meetings, it is said, will be held as often 
as may be necessary to make their pur- 
pose felt in every quarter of the city, and 
will be continued, if need be, all Summer. 
They will, they hoped and believe, induce 
owners and the holders of leases on tene- 
ment house property to reconsider their 
course. a 

The first of these mass metings’ will take 
place to-night in American Hall, at 7-9 
Second Avenue, under the auspices of the 
Second Agitation District of the Social 
Democratic Party, and the Downtown 
Young People’s “Social Democratic Club. 
Among the speakers will be Alexander 
Jonas and Mr, and Mrs. A. M. Simons. 
‘High Rents and Famine Prices” will be 
the subjects discussed. 

There is temporary rejoicing among the 
Jews of the east side over the fact that, 
because the Jewish Passover will include 
to-day and to-morrow, they will not be re- 
quired by the courts to vacate their pres- 
ent quarters until Friday. This will give 
the tenants who received dispossess notices 


on the ist of April seven days in which to 
eae, instead of five days, as provided by 
aw. 

Justice Roesch, who presides over the 
Fourth District Municipal Court, in First 
Street, and who had before him upward of 
200 eviction cases on Monda said last 
night that he had yesterday only about 25 
of such cases. ’ 

‘But the fact that there were twenty- 
five,”’ he said, was significant. Under other 
circumstances, there would have en no 
cases of that sort after the tre dous 
rush we_had the day _ before, er this 
reason, I regard to-day’s b ess as 
strongly indicative of the seriousness of 
the conditions. Monday was really the 
first day of the month, so far as our courts 
were cormucerned. The first of the Fegan. 
as a matter of fact, fell on Good Friday, 
then. came Saturday—a holiday for the 
Jew#—and then Sunday. 

“T have called attention to some of the 
influences which I believe to be in a meas- 
ure responsible for this general advance in 
rentals, but there is one which seems to 
me to be perhaps more powerful than all 
the others.

In the 
last three years 75 per cént. of the egaten 
in my court has been Hebrew, about 10 per 
cent.

Justice Sanders of the Thirteenth District 
Coourt said that he har reason lately to 
call numerous landlords to terms in rather 
sharp language. 

“It looks reasonable,”’ he said, ‘that a 
landlord should raise his rents after he has 
spent several thousand dollars in improv- 
ing his property, but this increase is nev- 
ertheless a great hardship on most of the 
tenants. This process of rent raising nas 
been going on for four or five months very 
noticeably. During the cold spells in the 
Winter refused to issue warrants for 
eviction, except where I was compelled by 
law to do so. I frequently told owners 
when they applied to me for warrants that 
I was not put on the bench to act as a 
murderer and I called attention to the 
hard times that were being endured by the 
working people. 

“T think that the situation will solve 
itself.

PRINT CLOTH OUTPUT 


T0 BE CURTAILED 


General Shut-Down for Two Days 
a Week in Fall River. 


SIXTY-FIVE MILLS AFFECTED 


Twenty Corporations Enter Into the 
Agreement — Labor Union Officials, 
with Few Exceptions, Acquiesce. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., April 5.—Twenty of 
the corporations in this city engaged in the 
manufacture of print cloths, controlling 
sixty-five mills, have entered into an agree- 
ment to curtail production by shutting 
down two days a week. The action is due 
to unsettled conditions in the cotton and 
cloth markets. The curtailment will begin 
this. week, ten of the plants having ar- 
ranged to turn off the steam next Thurs- 
day night. Other corporations will join the 
movement next week. 

The announcement did not come as @ 
complete surprise. Manufatturers with few 
exceptions have expected a curtailment as 
soon as the warm weather arrived, and 
some of them say that they would have re- 
duced the output during the Winter had it 
not been that they were afraid of their 
Spezatives being in want and seeking em- 
ployment elsewhere. 

The movement is practically general 
among the printers’ corporations. There 
are forty corporations in the city using cot- 
ton in their manufactures, but about only 
twenty-five are engaged on straight print 
goods. A few of these have contracts 
which will keep them running in full for 
some time, 

The curtailment is the secbnd general one 
in this city that has occurred since the cot- 
ton market began its upward movement a 
year ago last Winter. Last Summer a 
large part of the machinery was idle, and 
the ‘outlook at present is that a similar 
state of affairs will prevail for several 
months this year. While the operatives do 
not express plea@sure at to-day’s develop- 
ments, the union officials, with few excep- 
tions, agree that the plan is more satis- 
factory than a protracted shut-down. Some 
of the unions will pay stoppage benefits.

Big Building in Trinity Place Cut 
Through by Elevated Loop. 


‘+ SHUTTLES” TO SOUTH FERRY 


Project Said to Embrace Pian to Make 
a Union Terminal for All the Man- 
hattan Company’s Lines. 


The Manhattan Railway Company’s pur- 
chasw of the properties 56 to 64 Trinity 
Place, just north of Rector Street, and 
running through to Greenwich Street, is 
believed to have been made with a view to 
the erection of a big building, designed pri- 
marily for the accommodation of the of- 
fices of both the elevated and the subway 
systems. . 

The plans of the railway officials were 
not disclosed entirely yesterday, and it 
was said that in fact they had not been 
completed. Qne idea, which it is said may 
be carried into effect, is the looping of the 
tracks of the Sixth and Ninth Avenue lines 
through the building, thus obviating the 
delays incident to ,switching trains from 
the down-town to the up-town tracks at 
Rector Street, and cutting off much of the 
“dead” service now extending to South 
Ferry. 

The property at present is covered with 
eld buildings, the most pretentious of 
which is the four-story brick structure oc- 
supied by The Financier and The Sports of 
the Times, periodicals, at 62 and 64 Trinity 
Place, extending through to 97 and 99 
Greenwich Street.' Just south of this in 
Trinity Place is a stable of the United 
States Express Company. A saloon is at 
the corner of Rector Street. The remainder 
of the block is tenements and small stores. 

Officials of the Interborough Rapid Tran- 
sit Company yesterday said that the prop- 
erty had been bought, as the record said, 
partly from Thomas C. Platt and partly 
from Edward T. Piatt. Before any steps 
are taken toward the erection of the office 
building, it will be determined whether the 
loop is to be constructed, or whether there 
will be simply an arcade similar to that in 
the Empire Building, by which passengers 
can walk between the Sixth and Ninth 
Avenue lines. 

Should the loop be made, it was pointed 
out that south-bound trains on the Sixth 


Avenue line coiild run around the curve and 
up Ninth Avenue, while Ninth Avenue 
trains coming down could pass through and 
up Sixth Avenue without crossing each 
other’s tracks. 7 

Traffic between Rector Street and the 
South Ferry, never very heavy even at 
the height of the rush hours, and now 
subject to great delay through necessary 
switching of trains, could be wejl accom- 
modated by a shuttle service, or it might 
in time be found feasible to bring the 
trains of both the Third and Second Avenue 
lines around to Rector Street and make the 
new building the great union down-town 
terminal of all the elevated lines, with the 
executive and operating offices of the sys- 
tem upon the upper floors. No great engi- 
neering difficulties would be involved in the 
laying of the necessary loos across the sec- 
end floor of the skyscraper, which, one au- 
thority said, would be twenty stories in 
height. 

Vice President Skitt yesterday declined 
to discuss the company’s intentions th 
regard to the property which was bought 
for a consideration stated as ‘‘ nominal,” 
and other officials were equally reticent. 
The present tenants of the newly acquired 
pees said that some of them possessed 
easehold rights covering a period of years 
which may prove a more or less serious 
bar to the immediate carrying out of any 
pane which the railroad company enter- 
tains. 


IMITATION PRECIOUS STONES. 


Collector at Providence Says Sharretts’s 
Decision Will Reduce His Revenue. 


A. L, Washburn, counsel to the Govern- 
ment before the Board of United States 
General Appraisers, received from the 
Treasury Department yesterday a letter 
written by Collector Wilson of Providence, 
R. L, protesting against a recent decision 
written by Collector Wilson of Providence, 
retts, on imitation precious stones. Provi- 
dence is the centre of the manufacture of 
cheap jewelry for the whole country, and 
large quantities of imitation stones, which 
form the raw material for this manu- 
facture. are imported there annually. 
Collector Wilson declares that Gen. Shar- 
retts’s ‘decision, if Mlowed to stand, will 
seriously reduce the revenues at that port. 

The decision referred to, which was pro- 
mulgated in March, allowed colored glass 
and paste, made to imitate rubies, emer- 
alds, amethysts, and other ‘colored stones, 
and also encrusted stones, by which are 
meant one stone set in another, to énter 


as imitation precious stones, not ornament- 
ed at 20 per cent. They had beens as- 
sessed as ‘glass cut and stained, or col- 
ored,”’ at 60 per cent. Gen. Sharretts held 
that the coloring was necessary to make 
them imitation precious stones, and not an 
additional ornamentation. 

It is likely that Mr. Washburn will ad- 
‘vise against appealing from the decision.

- MURPHY MAN TO BOARD 


McCarren’s Choice of Successor to 
Arthur Guthrie Is Rejected. 


W. C. BOERNER GETS THE SEAT 


Republicans Act with Tammany Men, 
and the Vote Is 44 to 9 Against 
R. H. Pelton, 


Aided by Republican votes, the Tammany 
members of the Board of Aldermen, to- 
gether with the three Doyle Democratic 
members from Brooklyn, yesterday “de- 
feated the McCarren candidate for the va- 
cancy caused by the death of Alderman 
Arthur Guthrie, and elected William C. 
Boerner by a vote of 44 to 9. 

The McCarren Democrats from Brooklyn 
presented the name of Robert H, Pelton, 
and they refused to participate in the reg- 
ular Democratic caucus, havink caucused 
by themselves the nigit before.. The Tam- 
many members, with the three Doyle men 
from Brooklyn—Aldermen Lundy, Malone, 
and Gillen—caucused at 1 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon and decided to name Boerner, 
who had been selected by Warden Hayes of 
the Kings County Penitentiary, who is the 
Doyle leader of the Fifth Assembly Dis- 
trict of Queens, where ex-Sheriff William 
E. Melody is the MéCarren leader. . 

In taking this action the Tammany men, 
at the instigation of Charles F. Murphy, 
made a decisive»move in the warfare on 
McCarren. Boerner, the new Alderman, 
is a corporation Inspector under Borough 
President Littleton of Brooklyn, who made 
a speech ov thé floor of the Aldermanic 
Chamber yesterday against his selection. 
lie long has been active in Democratic poli- 
tics in Williamsburg, and in 1898 ran for 
State Senator against J. C. Davis. He was 
cefeated by only 267 votes, Pelton is an 
athlete, and is one of the star oarsmen 
o1 the Seawanhakas. He was on? of the 
prize winners of the ol® Williamburg Ath- 
letie Club. 

The election of the successor to Alderman 
Guthrie proceeded on the motion of Alder- 
man Malone of Brooklyn, who is one o 
the representatives. from William A- 
Doyle’s Seventh Assembly District. Then 
Alderman Wafer, failing to bring about an 
adjournment for a week, moved to amend 
by inserting the name of Pelton, saying 
that a conference of the Democratic mem- 

bers from Brooklyn had decided upon Mr. 
Pelton, and that the Democratic members 
of the board from other boroughs should 
not presume to have any voice in the mat- 
ter. 

“Every member of the Executive Com- 
mittee,’ Mr, Wafer said, “is in favor of 
Mr. Pelton as well as the leader of the 
Demccracy of the borough. It seems to me 
petty peanut politics for any other organi- 
zation to interfere just because of a quar- 
rel between political leaders. It is a mis- 
take the Manhattan organization is mak- 
ing in interfering where it has no business, 
and it is a mistake that may cost them 
more than any gratified spite can repay.” 

Alderman Kevin seconded Mr. Wafer's 
amendment and declared the fight is not 
on men, but is and should be for the prin- 
ciple of home rule. 

Alderman Goodman, the Republican 
leader, announced that the Republican 
members of the board would not take part 
in the conflict unless their votes should 
be needed to relieve the whole body of em- 
‘barrassment. ‘i 

Alderman Sullivan, in the “absence of 
John T. McCall, the Tammany represen- 
tative in the board, caught the Chairman’s 
eye and explained the nomination of Mr. 
«Boermer. 

“We were not invited to any caucus of 
the Brooklyn Aldermen held last night,” 
he said. ‘‘A caucus of the Democratic 
Aldermen was called for to-day. We, the 
majority, asked the Brooklyn members to 
suggest names. Only one name was sug- 
| wented, and that man was made the caucus 
nominee. The thirty-five members present 
voted fer that name, William C..,Boermer. 
I think this body should vote for the nom- 
inee of the caucus.” 

Alderman Wafer made a last effort for 
his candidate by presenting a petition 


signed by William E. Melody, Executive 
member and all the members of the Gen- 
eral Committee of the Fifth Assembly Dis- 
trict, which eontains the Forty-ninth Alder- 
manic District. 

The amendment naming Pelton was de- 
feated by 37 to 10. The vote on the original 
resolution electing Boermer was 44 to 9. 

Alderman Kevin, who voted for Pelton 
on the first roll call, voted for Boermeér. 

* Having fought for principle and, lost,”’ 
he said, *“*I am now ready and willing to 
vote for a good Democrat, Mr. Boermer. 

The nine voting against Boermer were the 
eight Brooklynites, Wafer. Bridges, Kenny, 
Murphy, Brenner, Redmond, Henlein, and 
Keeley, and Gen. Sickles. The other Brook- 
lyn Aldermen, the anti-McCarren men, on 
the other side, were Malone, Lundy, and 
Gillen. Those three alone attended the cau- 
cus to which Alderman Sullivan referred. 
Alderman Wafer and his eight associates 
left the meeting room as soon as. they 
realized that they were in the minority, and 
before any names of candidates were men- 
tioned.

Leader Har- 
burger was very angry, and did not hesi- 
tate to say so. He could hardly keep 
his seat on the Window sill until Chairman 
William P. Mitchell had opened up the 
meeting and gave him a chance 

“I have been mixed up in the politics of 
this district for thirty-one years,’”’ started 
off the leader. ‘‘and I have lived in the 
district for fifty-three years, and this is 
the first time that a speaker who ‘has re- 
spended to an invitation from this club 
has failed us. Other great men, possibly 
just as great as the Commissioner, iiave 
been invited and have come, Grover Cleve- 
land and Gen. Sherman for instance. I 
asked the Commissioner of Police some 
time ago to come to our club.” 

The leader read a letter from Commis- 
sioner McAdoo of March 9, saying that if at 
al: possible he would attend the meeting. 

“Some time after that,” he continued, 
“I called up on the ’phone, and his secre- 
tary said that the Commissioner would 
surely come. After that, again I sent my 
son to the Commissioner’s affice, and we 
were told that it would be all right to go 
ahead with the printing. The postal cards 
were scattered broadcast, and you, the 
members of the greatest independent dis- 
trict in the United States of Americé, were 
all expecting him. However, as I am one 
of the leaders of Tammany, I thought it 
Strange that_I did not hear from him in 
person, ; 

“This afternoon I went up to the Com- 
missioner’s office myself. I sent in a note 
that I wanted to see him about the meet- 
ing, and he sent out word that he would 
see me in a minute. I waited an hour and 


a half. Then I got up and told the Sergeant 
sthat I wasn’t going to wait any longer. 
Just then another Sergeant came out with 
this letter from the Commissioner: 

As I told you lonog ago, my going to-night was 
entirely conditional upon the other demands and 
engagements upon me. I was surprised to get the 
postal with my name advertised, ard as a mat- 
ter of fact, I have refused on ‘all occasions to 
speak of the conditions in the Police Depart- 
ment other than in a very general and academic 
way. To-night I have an engagément which is 
simply unbreakable, so that it would not be pos- 
sible for me to attend. 

“I find no fault with the declination,” 
continued Harburger, “‘ but I do find fault 
with some other things. No man is greater 
than his party. It is a sad thing for a dis- 
trict leader looking for patronage to be 
delayed hours fn a waiting room. This 
criticism is made by me in a liberal spirit. 

“We favor the Commissioner's policy 
partly, but we do not favor it all. We 
condemn the enforcement of all prohibi- 
tive and Puritanical laws, the persecution 
of the respectable German saloon keeper on 
Sunday or other days. [Loud cheers.] We 
give warning to Captains and higher offi- 
cials that we. will carry into effect the 
decitaration made at the City Convention.’ 

Then the leader branched off and said 
that he would stand with Murphy for an 
uninstructed delegation to the St. Louis 
Convention. He spoke of the evictions and 
rent raising on the east side, and men- 
tioned that he had been forced out of his 
apartments because he would not pay the 
increase. “That landlord is in the room, 
now,” he said. 


LUNCHEON ON A LINER. 


Gustav H. Schwab Entertains Newspa- 
per Men on the Prinzess Alice. 


Gustav H. Schwab, the head of the North 
German Lloyd Steamship Company in this 
country, was the host of about seventy 
newspaper men at luncheon yesterday on 
board the company's steamship Prinzess 
Alice, which arrived here a few days ago 
on her first trip to this port. The vessel 
‘was draped in all her flags and bunting 
for the occasion, and presented a very 
pretty appearance as she lay at her pier 
at Hoboken. 

The luncheon was served in the ship’s 
main saloon, which also was tastefully 
decorated with flowers. Capt. Bolte and 
the other officers of the vessel were pres- 
ent. The ship’s orchestra was stationed 
in the balcony above the saloon. At the 
end of the luncheon all of those present 
rose and drank the healths of President 
Roosevelt and of Emperor William, while 
the orchestra played the national aim of 
the two countries. 

The Prinzess Alice is employed in the 
Eastern service of the North German 
Lloyd between Bremen and China during 
the Winter months, but from now on dur- 
ing the season when transatlantic travel is 
heaviest she will be added to the fleet of 
fast steamships plying between this port, 
Plymouth, Cherbourg, and Bremen. In 
general features the Prinzess Alice is 


similar to the Prinzess Irene, the Grosser 
Kurfurst, the Koenigin Luise, and the 
Friedrich der Grosse of the same line. 
She was built in Germany .in 1900 and is 
525 feet in length and.of 16,000 tons reg- 
ister. Her average speed is 16% knots, 

On the inside the Prinzess Alice is as 
comfortable ax any vessel coming into New 
York Harbor. She has large and light 
staterooms for the accommodations of 200 
first-class passengers, all in the centre of 
the ship, and two large promenade decks, 
one of which opens into the dining saloon, 
the library, and the music room. The 
smoking room is in’ the after part of the 
ship on the upper promenade deck. 

The motive power of the Prinzess Alice 

consists of two Heated gage. ower. en- 
ines of 9,000 ind wer. She 
as twin screws. “Blige 21s “have been 
introduced on this vessel, so that she is 
now one of the steadiest of the ships in the 
line. So steady is she that racks are sel-" 
dom used on the tables.
